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1. The information given below wa3 furnished exclusively by sources inside 

Austria whose knowledge of Israeli intelligence in other countries is : 

severely limited. Although we have pieced together bits of information 
on IIS stations throughout Europe, and on certain IIS personnel stationed 

in Tel-Aviv, the main emphasis has necessarily been on persons and methods • ■ 

involved in Israeli operations against the Satellites, for which Vienna . 

is the main base.. There is very little information available locally 1 

cone erring the overall structure or intelligence requirements of the IIS, * 
and literally nothing is known about IIS operations against the Arab - ~ * 1 

States, or about Israeli military intelligence. 

2. It is difficult to assign an overall evaluation to the material, since \ . : 

it was derived from a variety of sources. The most productive of these 

are described below; { 

a) Informatics dated 1945-47: 

Source was a Hungarian Jewish refugee brought out of Hungary by the 
combined efforts of various Jewish escape organizations, and later \ 

recruited to act as a courier between Bricha and other Jevdsh ex- 
filtration offices in Austria, Germany and Hungary. In this capa- 
city he acquired only low-level information about his employers, 

becoming familiar with some of the Jewish escape routes but learning - \ 

very little about the relative roles of the workers organizing those | ' 

routes. He was able to identify some of his acquaintances by nick- j . . , < 

name only. In most cases the very mpager personality data has made | 

it impossible to estimate which of the : numerous "Bricha leaders" ! 

named by this source are now engaged, in IIS work. j 

b) Information dated 1949-1951:. 

Material covering this period was obtained successively from three 
Israeli Consular officials in Vienna, believed at the time and sub- 
sequently determined to have been IIS officers. However, their con- . . ; 

tact with QDYGKE representatives wa3 essentially one of a liaison ' 

nature, and each of these sources tried to play down or to deny al- : 

together his intelligence affiliation. Information derived from 
these contacts does not represent a. debriefing of the sources, but 
rather a series of conclusions based on what they volunteered, what 
they failed to report, and what they appeared to want from the liai- 
son arrangement. 

c) Information dated 1952-54: 

Most of the recent information has been obtained from a poorly edu- 
cated 'but worldly-wise source who has been run as a rather questionable 1 
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double agent for approximately the past year. It is certain that 
he knows a great deal about the IIS, not all of which has been , re- 
ported. His information on the history and operational structure 
of the intelligence service has been vague and contradictory, but 
his reports on IIS personalities appear to be quite accurate. It 
has been possible to check out a considerable portion of this sour- 
ced personality information against such material as travel records 
and hotel registrations. 
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II. US Stations in Europe 



The Israeli Intelligence Service, as organized in Europe during 1945-6, 
was closely tied to the Jevd^_Agenc^for_Eale stine ,CJAF£)J partly 
through the similarity intth'e'"a'£ms of the two organizations, and partly 
through the use of JAF? fo^IjS-CQver. A major job of the JAFP, to or- 
ganize and facilitate Jewish emigration to Palestine, was done in part 
by members of the Bricha, an unofficial Jewish organization active 
ring the post-war "period, responsible mainly for establishing'i^egal> 
^routes and guiding illegal transports through .Europe*., In its illegal 
and clandestine aspects, this work became one of the operational objec- 
tives of the US. Paris, which was the European headquarters of the 
JAFP in 1945-6, became also the European headquarters for the IIS, and 
probably remains the main base in Europe for Israeli operations outside 
the Satellite area. In Austria the chief of the JAFP in 1946-1948 was 
also the chief IIS representative* YJith the founding of the State of 
Israel in May 1948, Consulates and Legations were opened which provided 
additional cover and facilities for the IIS. There are now at least 
two groups of IIS personnel working under JAFP or diplomatic cover, 
reportedly divided into the "Cheruth" group, responsible for security, 
liaison and the collection of politive and counter-intelligence, and 
the "non-Cheruth" group, responsible for clandestine operations which 
include supporting or exfiltrating Jewish refugees. 



Because of Its strategic location with regard to the exfiltration of 
Jewish refugees from the Satellites, Vienna replaced Paris in January 
1953 as the chief base for US Satellite operations* During 1953 and 
early 1954 the Vienna mission was expanded to a staff of at least 11 
alleged IIS members, all under official cover with the JAFP or the 
Consulate. The staff include s a 11 Cheruth” "security offi cer and a " Che- 
rath" intelligence officer. ~ Vienna^! s used as a base for IIS couriers 
into the Satellites, and has its own W/t station, reportedly equipped 
to communicate directly with Tel-Aviv. In addition to serving as the 
base for exfiltration operations involving the CSR, Hungary, Rumania 
and Poland, the Vienna IIS mission is partly responsible for IIS liaison 
with Yugoslav officials in Belgrade. - 

In their local liaison activities from 1949 to 1954, IIS officials in 
Vienna have shown a gradual shift of interest from positive information 
on the Arab States to name-check type reports orTlsraeli nationals Vand * 
clandestine operators suclTTHTborder-crossers, smugglers and black- 
marketeers. Although this trend possibly indicates that the Israelis 
have acquired a number of information sources to cover their positive 
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intelligence target, only one agent in Austria has been identified as 
working on the collection of positive information, and nothing specific 
is known about any current IIS operations designed to produce positive 
intelligence. (See paragraph 20 6.) 

One IIS representative has been identified in Linz, but there is no indi-* 
cation of any extensive activity in Austria outside Vienna; a negative 
indication is the fact that the JAFP offices in Salzburg closed after 1951. 



Germany

The US mission in Germany is smaller and less centralized than that in 
Austria, having offices in Berlin, Munich and Cologne. The Berlin in- 
stallation was opened as a one-man station in F e bruary 1953 for the pur- 
pose of helping East German Jewish refugees to reach West Germany, one 
aspect of IIS exfiltration operations which reportedly has not been too 
successful. A second mission of the Berlin office is probably to assist • 
in Polish operations. Cover for this activity is the JAFP. Berlin has 
no direct communications link to IIS stations outside of Germany and, . 
until the Cologne office opened in April 1953, apparently had no com- 
munication channels to any point, except by courier. Berlin will appa- 
rently remain a small post; although a second officer arrived in the 
summer of 1954, he reportedly will serve eventually as a replacement 
rather than an assistant to the original IIS representative. 

The responsibilities of the Munich station are not known but here, too, 
the operational target may well be Jewish exfilt rations, since Munich 
is geographically a logical location for the reception of refugees and 
since, in .Munich as in Berlin, the official cover organization is the 
JAFP. ' It is possible that Munich, is used also for some documents work 
(see paragraph 221) • Only one official in Munich, the chief of the JAF? 
office, has been tentatively identified as IIS. 

7. The Israeli Consulate in Munich was moved to Cologne in April 1953, the 
two reported IIS representatives under Consulate cover ‘being transferred 
in the’ same move. The purpose of the move and the functions of the Co- 
logne station are unknown.

Switzerland 

8. With the’ alleged chief of the IIS for Europe, two other "very high-ranking* 1 
officials and, until January 1954, a high-level finance officer stationed 
in Switzerland, the Swiss mission appears to be a center of authority fur.c- 

. tioning as a sort of supervisory headquarters for other stations in East- 
ern Europe. The visit of a Zurich representative to Vienna in torch 1954 
was regarded in Vinnna as something in the nature of an inspection trip* 
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Reports since February 1953 shew that IIS officers in Vienna travel 
very frequently to Switzerland, which is the location for many of the 
conferences involving more than one IIS station* Although it is pos- 
sible that Switzerland was equally active before 1953 > the timing of 
the evidence makes it appear likely. that Zurich has taken over some 
of the functions for Eastern Europe formerly carried out by Paris as 
the European IIS headquarters. 

The Swiss mission has its own W/T station. With the exception of the 
W/T operator in Bern, almost all of the reported IIS officials in 
Switzerland, totalling about five, are located in the Consulate in 
Zurich. It seems likely that the W/T operator's location has been 
reported incorrectly, or that there is a sizeable IIS office, un- 
known to us, in Bern. 



10. The US maintains a station in Paris, believed to be the main base for 

operations against the Arab States, and believed also to be the n Cheruth n 
headquarters for positive and counter-intelligence operations in .Europe. 
The staff includes a W/T operator. 



The only available information on the IIS in Italy indicates that fome 
is a fairly important communications center. The radio engineer who 
services the Vienna W/T station is reportedly based part-time in Tel- 
Aviv and part-time in Rome. The Rome W/T station is allegedly assigned 
two operators, indicating a work load as large as that of Vienna and 
larger than that of Paris or Bern. 



12. In early 1954 the Stockholm station was being enlarged to take care of 
increasing exfiltrations from Poland to Scandinavia. The first M non- 
Cheruth" IIS official was reported in Stockholm in March 1954* This 
is believed to mean that the station was previously staffed to handle 
liaison and the collection of intelligence or security information, but 
not to engage in exfiltration operations, A W/T operator was assigned 
to Stockholm in the spring of 1954* 

Yugoslavia 

13. Although the IIS has recently done considerable operational work to begin 
the exfiltration of Hungarian and Rumanian refugees via the Danube to 
Yugoslavia, most of the work on the Belgrade end has apparently taken 
the form of liaison. This is handled by a single IIS representative 
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stationed in Belgrade, and by the chief of the Vienna mission, whose 
background includes past work with Yugoslav officials. (See paragraphs 
170 and 2U e.) ’ 

CSR t Hungary. Rumania. Poland 

14. The IIS installation in each of these countries is located in the Israeli 
Lection, All of the missions are small, believed to number four men each. 
Until August 1954 the Prague office was believed the only one equipped 
with a W/T station, but a W/T set was reported! y to be installed in Warsaw 
shortly. These missions coordinate with Vienna on the exfiltration of 
refugees, and afford aid for Jews who cannot be exfiltrated. They are 
reportedly also engaged in gathering intelligence, presumably as exchange 
material for information concerning the Arab States. 1 The IIS allegedly 
has a number of high-level contacts with Jewish officials in Hungary and 
Poland. 

Bulgaria and the USSR 

15. The IIS reportedly has only two representatives each in Sofia and Moscow; 
one of the staff in Moscow is said to be a W/T operator.
